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Since Ihls U the time ol year 
when women wrest the reins liom 
the slack grasp of the male sex, we 
were wondering how long this sort 
o( thine had been going on. A trip 
to the library has given us a sound 
enough background ot knowledge to 
be able to join with Ogden Nash in 
his own answer to the question, to 
wit, "Oh, quite long." 

Feminism, which is Sadie Haw- 
kins' Week put on a working basis, 
has been assaulting the world prac- 
tically since Eve. With the excep- 
tion of miscellaneous Saint Joans, 
who were looked upon with nar- 
row-minded resentment by their 
contemporaries, it wasn't until the 
last century thai women began to 
say right out loud that they were 
getting the short end o( the stick. 
Today, women see no reason why 
they should be thç power behind 
the throne when they can. almost 
as easily, be the power on the 
throne— a reasonable enough view. 

During the era of the latter-day 
Victorians, feminine sense of infer* 
iorlty was rapidly coming to a boll.

"God 
forbid," said he chivalrously, "that 
I should ever strike a woman." 

The fight for the extension of the 
franchise was another example ot 
sheer indcfatigoble energy. Strik* 
ingly enough, an outstanding suf- 
fragette .was the mother ot Lillian 
BussçU^niislIàttèr'omanicnt of the 
Mauve Decade apparently grew up 
unscathed by maternal Influence, as 
the only tyrannical movement dir- 
ected against the male sex in 
which she participated was matri* 
mony. 

Some anonymous cynic (male, no 
doubt) has referred to our modern 
day as the age when men arc men 
Snd so are the women. Man, ever 
realistic, accepts the situation with 
only an infrequent petulant out- 
burst. Such a one we heard the 
other day when a determined 
jeune fille, pne who is frighlening- 
ly active both in athletics and poli- 
tics (a sort of combination Dorothy 
Thompson and Babe Didrickson) 
was engaged in an earnest one-sid- 
ed debate with a decidedly weary 
looking young man. As she paused

"Equal rights for women!" To us in 
Quebec, this has been no ludicrous, long 
dead battlccry of a past generation. With 
in thé last few years the League for Rights 
of Women of Quebec has been fighting to 
gain not only the right to vote, but to hold 
office, tp make contracts without permis- 
sion of husband (or other controlling 
male), to buy and sell property, and so on 
And the result— women of R.V.C. who 
graduate this year will enter a society 
which concedes to them the franchise, and 
also opportunities to enter many profcs 
fiions closed to" graduates a few years ago. 

But we University students, because wc 
took no part in the struggle to gain these 
ri^hti often forget that whefi those older 
'•women . accepted benefits in the name of 
all Quebec women, they pledged us all to 
equality of responsibility and duty, the 
corollary of equality of opportunity. The 
, old ' accusation that "University students 
; are too much détachcd from the problems 
||,and interests of the community applies es 
*"]^eclally to the women; perhaps that is 
another reason why we care so little cither 
for the rights to which we fall heir, or the 
duHès for which we are liable. . . . And 
perhaps we spend too much; time trying

Cliaracteristic of the progress of civili- 
zation throughout the ages has been the 
struggle of women for their rightful place 
in society, And. as progress was made, their 
valuable coutribution to society received 
increasing recognition. That neither of 
these processes has reached the limit of its 
possibilities must be obvious. Indeed, wc 
liavc, on our own campus, evidence of the 
former in the Co-ed's invasion of the En- 
gineering Building and their infiltration 
into various faculties which were hereto- 
fore taboo. 

This seems just, for while the average 
woman has distinctly less aptitude for 
Ihcsc branches of learning, it cannot be de- 
nied that there arc exceptions, and it seems 
only right that such individuals should be 
granted an opportunity to use this ability 
to the greatest possible advantage. 

Yet of one fact wc must not lose sight 
however far wc would wish to carry this 
struggle for equality, and it is this: In 
some respects men and women are un- 
equal, and since this inequality is funda- 
mental, it is worse than useless either to 
deny it or defy it. This inequality docs not 
ijneccesarily imply inferiority on the part of 
women. On the contrary, the relationship 
between men' and women is a symbiotic 
one and each is equally important in the 
scheme of life. 

The ideal state, if such could be ach- 
ievèd, is not that women should become 
rather poor carbon copies of the envied 
male but rather that they should develop 
to the full their own special feminine capa 
bilitics, recognizing their limitations in 
certain fields, but believing firmly that 
they have, a placé in the sun, not because 
of their ability to copy the achievements 
of men, but because of their differences, 
which fit them for a different role tlian 
their male contemporaries. 

It has been pointed out, at times, that 
women in their new found freedom, arc 
somewhat prone to demand the privileges 
of equality without being willing to accept 
the responsibilities which such freedom 
nccesaariiy entail?. It is a serious accusa- 
tion, and one which we can do much to 
negate, if we are willing to màke the neces' 
sary sacrifices. 

With reference to thé immediate près 
ent, it might be said that since women 
have demanded the jobs which formerly 
were the exclusive occupation of men, it 
seems only just that they should make 
some contribution toward expenses en- 
tailed by both.

Filius Campi 



Schubert was an Austrian com* 
poser of the early nineteenth cen- 
tury. He spent most of his life in 
poverty, and had less musical train- 
ing than most important composers. 
His greatest fame is as a soAg-wrlt- 
cr, and even in his symphonies, the 
melodic clement is predominant 

This symphony Is typical of Schu- 
bert and shows a considerable dif- 
ference from some of his earlier 
ones which were in a more tradi- 
tional style, and largely imitative of 
Mozart The "Unfinished" is a thor- 
oughly romantic work, full of lyri- 
cism and sudden transitions. 
Throughout the symphony we find 
an aliérnation of quiet melodious- 
ness and stormy Impetuosity. 

The first or allegro movement 
starts with an important nr.otlve In 
the lower strings. This Is followed 
by gentle melody In the wood- 
winds which develops quickly into 
powerful figure, llicn follows 
what is undoubtedly the best known 
theme In the symphony, and one of 
the most familiar of all Schubert's 
Innumerable melodies. It comes first 
in the 'cellos, then In the violins. 
Most of the development Is based 
on this theme, and Uie introductory 
motive. Although always interest- 
ing, Uie development is neither as 
extensive or as long as we might 
expect in a standard symphony. The 
first part of Uie movement is then 
rcpeatèd, and the end comes wiUi 
an arrangement of the -same dark 
motive wiUi which the music be- 
gan. 

The second, or andsnte move- 
ment is marked by greater tran 
quiUty than the first but even here 
we find loud and vigorous passages 
with prominent brass. Two notes in 
the horns introduce the main theme, 
which is carried on in Uie strings. 
Throughout the movement it Is 
heard in . various . arrangements. 
Many of Schubert's loveliest effeeU 
in this movement are found in the 
changes of key or modulations with 
which he handles Uils theme. The 
other Important theme, coming on 
the clarinet about one quarter of 
the way through Uie movement, is 
of an indescribable lyric beauty. It 
foilowa immediately again in an al' 
most unrecognizably furious' rendl 
tlon. After more development of 
both themes, the symphony ends In 
assured tranquility. 

CharacterisUc of Schubert is Uie 
rhyUimic background figure often 
accompanying a theme. This is 
device he used in a largo number 
of his songs: voice and rhythmic 
accompaniment; and now trans 
ferred Into Uio -orchestra. Notice, 
too, unpretenUous endings to boUi 
movement*, without any of the ré 
dundant thumping', about on Uie 
final chord that mare some of the 
effect of even greater works of his 
time. Pay most attention, though, to 
the poetic beauty and wealUi of Uio 
melody, for that Is where Schubert 
the song-writer excélls.

LESS EXAM DODGING 

Not only ?rc there fewer psuedO' 
sick midyear dodgers this year, but 
Harvard is generally healthier than 
at any time since 1035, according to 
Dr. Arlic 'V. Bock, Oliver Professor 
of Hygiene, 

Each year a large number of 
hopeful and sly students slink into 
the Hygiene Building on Holyoke 
Street with requests to be excused 
from exanu because of various seri- 
ous diseases. In the past such stu- 
dents have not. received much help 
from the Department, which has 
been rather successful in separating 
the real sicknesses from the assum- 
ed. 

This year, for reasons which the 
Department iias not been able to dC' 
termine, the number of attempts has 
hecn smaller. Members of the staff 
felt that, one possibility was an in- 
creased feeling of responsibility be 
cause of . the war. With à definite 
piupose in coming to college, stu- 
dents may feel that exams are not 
made merely to be skipped.

tal number of visits to the Depart- 
ment clinics for the first three 
months of 1940 and 1041 shows this 
trend, In September, October and 
November of 1040, there were 1,011 
more patients at the clinics than in 
the corresponding months of this 
year. 

Dr. Bock doesn't know how to CX' 
plain the very definite improve- 
ment in Harvard health. Since 1935 
each year has seen a sad increase 
in the medical requirements of stu- 
dents. Dr, Bock said' that as early 
as last spring he "had a hunc^" 
that there would be less patients 
this year. Evidently some sort of 
cycle is at work, and Harvard is on 
the upswing at the moment If the 
United States as a whole is at the 
same stage, it would seem that 
Japan chose a singularly Inauspiic- 
ious moment for hor attack. 

War 'Effort An Explanation 

The war (urnlshes a possible ex 
planatlon for this question as well 
as the exam dodgers, Dr. Bock sug 
gests. It has been the expérience 
of doctors in England that the ex< 
cltement of a war,' as well as the 
feeling of a large common objective, 
has taken people's minds from their 
own ailments. In fact the group 
in England which has had the most 
complaints is the army, waiting in 
boring expectancy to defend Brit 
ain from German invasion. 

"Bluebook blues" is not only a 
fake malady. Exams only intensify 
what Dr. Bock believes arc the 
ever-present problems of the under 
graduate. "Year after year we try 
to explain, but they don't listen to 
us," he said. They stay up all night, 
feeding on coffee, coca-cola, cat- 
fein tablets, and benzedrine sulfate, 
If students would go to bed around 
11 o'clock instead of cramming, Dr, 
Bock feels that they would do bet 
ter , on the exams next morning. 
In Corpore Sano 
Especially during midyears. Dr. 
Bock said, daily exercise is ex' 
tremely important "One hour 
day of good fast exercise will help 
a great deal to keep a boy fit for 
his exams." 

The doctor wasn't very hopeful 
about undergraduates' taking his 
advice, however. "I've about decid 
cd they Just learn by experience,' 
he lamented. "They don't believe 
word I say."
